APPENDIX 


CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING FOR IMPORTS UNDER 
THE WEST GERMAN COMMODITY CREDIT OF DM 75 

Million for 1977-78 

Section 1 1 General Conditions 

l(i). These conditions will be uniformally applicable to 
all importers for imports under the West German Commodity 
Credit of DM 75 million for 1977-78. 

l(ii). The licence will bear the superscription “West German 
Commodity Credit of DM 75 million for 1977-78”. The 
licence Code for the first and second suffix will be “S/GN”. 
These will also be repeated in the letter fir m the CCI&E 
forwarding the import licence. 

l(ili). Import licences issued on or after 1st April, 1977, 
only will be eligible for financing under this credit. 

l(iv). No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence, except bank charges which may 
be remitted through normal banking channels. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent’s Commission should be made in Indian 
Rupees to the agents in India. Such payments, however, will 
form part of the licence value and will, therefore, be charged 
to the licence. 

l(v). The goods and related services lo be procured under 
this import licence can be imported from the Federal Republic 
of Germany including the Land Berlin or any other country. 
The overseas supplier is, therefore, free to procure material, 
etc. from a third country, if found necessary, for the exe¬ 
cution of the contract. 

l(vi). The minimum value for which an import licence 
can issue under this credit is Rs. 50,000. For the purpose 
of arriving at the value in foreign exchange into which im¬ 


port commilmcnts can be entered into by the licensee against 
this import licence the value of the import licence should 
be computed at the rate of exchange notified by the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue (Customs) under Section J5 of the Customs 
Acts, 1962 and indicated in the import licence as per para 
2 of 1 he Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74, dated the 6th 
June, 1974, issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports. 

l(vii). The import licence will be issued on C1F basis with 
an initial validity period of 12 months for completing the 
shipments and payments. Firm orders meaning thereby pur¬ 
chase order placed by the Indian licence on the foreign 
supplier duly supported by confirmation from the latter or 
purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian importer 
and the foreign supplier must be finalised within a period of 
four months from the date of issue of the licence [vide para 
l(viii) infra.]. 

l(viii). If firm orders, as explained in para l(vii) above, 
cannot be finalised within the time limit of four months, 
the licence should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports (CCI&E), or other licensing authorities, as the 
ctfse may be, a proposal seeking an extension in the ordering 
period along with justification und explanation as to why 
ordering could not be completed within the initial validity 
period Such requests for extension in the ordering period 
will be considered on merits of each case by the licensing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further maximum 
period of 4 months. If, however, extension is sought beyond 
8 months from the date of issue of the import licence, such 
proposals will Invariably be referred by the licensing autho¬ 
rities to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section), 
Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi, who wiJI con¬ 
sider such extension on the merits of each case and convey 
its decision to the licensing authorities for communication 
to the licensee. Only on production by the licensee of letter 
of the Licensing authorities sanctioning such extention, will 
the authorised dealers and departmental authorities permit 
the facility of bank guarantee, letters of authority for the 
establishment of letters of credit acceptance of deposits of 
rupee equivalent, etc. 

l(ix). It will be in the interest of the licensee to ensure 
that firm order is completed within the stipulated time limit 
for ordering. Tn cases where this cannot be done the licensee 
should, of his own, approach the licensing authorities for a 
suitable extension in the period of ordering. 

l(x). In cases where firm orders have not been placed for 
the full value of the licence during the initial validity period 
of the licence, it will be necessary for the licensee lo obtain 
the permission of the licensing authorities in the same manner 
as explained in para l(vjii) above before placing orders 
against such unordered balance value of the licence. 

Section LI : Special points to be kept In view while con¬ 
tracting. 

2(i). Subject lo condition 2(x) infra, the Import licence 
should be utilised for Import of goods the delivery period of 
which does not exceed 10 months from the date of placing 
firm orders. 

2(ii). Supply orders should be placed on CTF or C&F basis 
in (be case of private sector Importers. In the case of public 
sector Importers the orders dhould Invariably be placed on 
C&F basis and insurance should be taken with jin Indian 
Insurance company, [vide para 2(lv) Infra] 

2(iii). The contract price should invariably be expressed 
in the currency of the country in which the foreign supplier 
is situated. The contract price should be firm and final and 
no provision for any escalation would be permitted, If any 
commission is payable to an Indian Agent of the foreign 
supplier it must be distinctly shown in the contract as an item 
of cost payable in Indian rupees in India and the net amount 
payable to the foreign supplier should, therefore, be shown 
exclusive of such Indian Agent’s commission. 

2(iv). Whenever insurance is taken out on an India In¬ 
surance company, the premium should be paid in India in 
Indian Rupees, 

2(v). As the contracts are required to be placed either on 
C&F or CIF basis in terms of para 2(ii) above, the foreign 
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supplier should be made responsible to pay the freight charges 
In foreign currency, even where Indian shins are used. In no 
circumstances the freight charges should be paid in Indian 
rupees. 

2 fvi). Payments to foreign suppliers against tire licence will 
be made by means of a special letter of credit, as explained in 
Section III below, No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against this import licence for this purpose. 

2(vii). It should be clearly understood that alongwith f.o.b. 
cost the freight charges are also eligible for coverage under 
the ; West German Credit provided the freight is paid in 

foreign currency. 

2(viii). As regards transportation of goods purchased against 
the import licence, the party responsible for arranging ship¬ 
ment of the goods under the purchase contract will be free 
to choose the carriers. Shipment can be made from the country 
in which the suppliers are located or from a third country. 

2(ix). In exceptional cases where public sector importers 
desire to place orders on FOB basis, they should obtain the 
prior approval of the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I 
Section), Ministry of Finance for such placement of orders 
on FOB basis and such approval should be mentioned in the 
application for issue of letter of authority to the Controller 
of Aid Accounts & Audit. When permitted to place orders 
op FOB basis, the public sector projects should make arrange¬ 
ments for shipment of cargoes through the Shipping Co¬ 
ordination Committee of the Ministry of Shipping and Trans¬ 
port, or their authorised agents. 

2(x). Payment to the foreign suppliers under the import 
licence should be completed by the 31st March, 1979. A 
suitable provision should therefore be made in the purchase 
orders/contracts to ensure completion of shipments and pay¬ 
ments by 31-3-1979. In the case it is anticipated that pay¬ 
ments cannot be completed by that date, a request for 
extension with adequate justification mast be made to the 
Department of Economic Affairs (Controller of Aid Accounts 
and Audit), UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi 
by 29th February, 1979. Such request will be considered 
on merits. 

Section III—Payment to the foreign supplier—‘special’ Letter 
of Credit Procedure. 

3(1). Within a fortnight of placing firm orders, [as defined 
In para l(vii) above! the licence should make a request to 
the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, 
Partliament Street, New Dclbi-1, for the issue of a Letter of 
Authority in the form prescribed in Appendix I. The request 
should specify the name of the Bank to be chosen, out of 
the following seven designated Banks in West Germany 
through whom the payment to the suppliers is required to be 
arranged : 

(a) The Bayerische Vareinsbank, Munich. 

(b) The Commerzbank A. G., Frankfurt. 

(c) The Deutsche Bank A.G., Postfach 101440-D-2000, 

Humburg. 

(d) The Dresdner Bank A. G,, Gallusanlage, 7-8 6, 

Frankfurt|Main. 

(e) The Berliner Handels Gascllschaft Frankfurter Bank 

Franfurt-Main. 

(f) State Bank of India, Frankfurt. 

(s) Vereins-Und West Bank, Hamburg. 

3(H). In the case of private sector under takings the request 
mentioned in para 3(i) above should be accompanied by a 
Bank Guarantee from a Scheduled Bank in India auothorised 
to deal in foreign exchange (in the prescribed form in An- 
nexure-ID duly adjudicated by the Collector of Stamps under 
Section 31 of the Indian Stamps Act, 1899. 

3(iii). No Bank Guarantee is required In respect of public 
sector importers.

3(iv), Failure to make the request for issue of letter of 
authority within a fortnight from the date of placement of 
firm orders will be deemed to be a violation of the import 
Control Regulation. 

3(v). Bank Guarantee-amount for which It should be execut¬ 
ed. 

The Bank guarantee, where necessary, should for an amount 
representing the rupee equivalent of the amount in foreign 
currency for which the Letter of Authority is sought plus 
interest and other charges as mentioned in Annexure-II. The 
prevailing rate of conversion shall be at the exchange late 
notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) as per para 
2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated the 6lh lunej 
1974. This rate is meant only for the purpose of arriving at 
the value of the Bank Guarantee to be furnished by the im¬ 
porter. For purposes of making rupee deposits into Govern¬ 
ment account towards the foreign currency cost of imports 
made under the licence, the rupee equivalent will have to be 
worked out at the composite rate for the DM amounts spent 
by the German Bank in arranging payments to the foreign 
supplier i.e. either in DM if the overseas supplier is located 
in West Germany including Land Berlin or the DM spent for 
arranging payment in the currency of the country in which the 
overseas supplier is located, in terms of Public Notice 
No. 15-ITC(PN) 72 dated 27.11,972,/Public Notice 
No. 108-lTC(PN)/72 dated 21-7-1972 and Public Notice 
No. 8-ITC(PN)|76 dated 17-1-1976 as amended from time to 
time, until further notice.

3(vi) When the request for the Issue of Letter of Authority 
(supported by Bank Guarantee where necessary) contemplated 
in para 3(i) above, is found to be in order, the Controller of 
Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance, will issue a Letter of Authority to the 
designated bank concerned (as in Annexure-IV), authorising 
payment upto the specified amount of the Overseas Sunnliers 
on the basis of a special Letter of Credit to be opened by the 
importer's bank in India.

Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street. 
New Delhi. 


3(viii). The payments to the foreign suppliers will be made 
by the designated bank concerned on collection of documents 
and statements even where foreign supplier is situated in a 
country other than the Federal Republic of Germany, the 
negotiation and payment of documents would be done by the 
designated bank concerned. The designated bank concerned 
will obtain reimbursement of the DM amounts from the West 
German authorities. In the case of supplies by countries other 
than Federal Republic of Germany, the designated bank will 
obtain reimbursement from the West German authorities of 
the amounts in DM spent by it to make the payments to 
the overseas suppliers in the currency of the country in which 
they are located. 

3(ix). Incidental bank charges incurred by the designated 
bank both for payment in the Federal Republic of Germany 
as well as for arranging the payment in third country will be 
remitted by the concerned bank in Tndia to the designated hank 
through the normal banking channel without affecting the 
Government of India’s account. 
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Section IV— Responsibility for Rupee Depodts Into Govern¬ 
ment Account 

4.1.0 The original shipping documents should invariably be 
forwarded by the designated bank concerned both in the case 
of imports from West Germany including Land Berlin and 
other countries to the concerned bank in Indta who should, 
within 10 days of receipt of these documents, release these 
negotiable set of documents to the licensee but only after 
ensuring ihe recovery of the rupee equivalent of DM amount 
paid to the German Supplier or the DM amount spent in ai- 
ranging the payments to the supplier in the third country by 
the designated bank concerned atongwith interest charges 
thereon from the date of payment to the foreign supplier to 
the date of deposit of the rupee equivalent into the Govern¬ 
ment Account. In terms of Public Notice No. 46-ITC (PN)/76

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing the rdpee 
equivalent of the foreign currency payments made to the 
foreign supplier will be the composite rate of exchange us laid 
.tlpwn in CCI & E’s Public Notice No. 8-ITC(PN)/76 dated 
17-1-1976 as may be notified by Government from time to 
time through Public Notice of the CCI&E and/or through Ihe 
Exchange Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. 
It will be the responsibility of the Indian bank concerned to 
ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited Into Gov¬ 
ernment Account before Ihe Import documents are handed 
over to the Importers. The licensee should also ensure that 
the amounts due are correctly deposited into Government 
Account before taking deliveiy of the documents from their 
bankers, 

4(ii) The deposits envisaged in para 4(j) above may be made 
ih cash either at the Reserve Bank of India. New Delhi 
or at the State Bank of India, Ti s Hazari, Delhi or if this is 
not feasible, the amounts may be remitted by means of a 
demand draft obtained from any branch of the State Bank of 
India c* its subsidiaries (Drawer) drawn on and made payable 
to the S ate Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-(Drawee 
and Payee) for crecli* to Government account as contemplated 
in Public Notice No. 233-lTC(PN))/68 dated 24rh October, 
1968 and Public Notice No. 74-ITC(PN)/74 dated 31st May, 
1974. The head of account to be credited is : ‘K-Deposits and 
advances (b)—Deposits not bearing interest-843-Civil Deposits-

4(iv), One copy of the Challan fFom the Reserve Batik of 
stadia, New Deim or the State Bahfe of India, Tls Hazari, 
Delhi-6 or Intimation regradlnjt the submission of Dertrand 
Draft to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhl-6 should 


be sent by the Indian Bank which has issued the guarantee,

5(ii) Notifying suppliers of Special Commons 

The licensee should appraise the foreign supplier of any 
special provisions in the import licence which may affect 
the suppliers in carrying out the transactions.
